Judge’s Probing Questions

Observers in U.S. District 
Court last Friday had a 
chance to hear some lively 
dialogue on many of the 
hard questions which 
Judge .Robert M.- Duncan 
will have to resolve as he 
prepares his decision in 


the school desegregation 
case in coming months. 
Hearing attorney's final 
arguments in the Colum- 
bus suit, Duncan interrup- 
ted frequently with 
questions and comments, 
sometimes challenging at- 
torney’s statements and at 


other times asking their

The session was the 
final phase of the trial 
which ended last June af- 
ter nine weeks of 
testimony. Duncan has 
stated that a decision in 
the case will not be 
reached before November. 

Many of Duncan's 
questions centered on 
whether school seg- 
regation resulted from 
board actions 
which were in 
a legal sense, and whether 
the school board has a 
responsibility to act to 
counter racial imbalance. 

In an extended dialogue 


with...school_ attorney 
Samuel Porter, Duncan 
asked about historical 


evidence indicating that 
segregation in certain 
schools, such as Pilgrim, 
came about as the result of 
school board actions. 
Porter conceded that

The electrocuted men 
were Henry Hammonds, 23, 
1301 Oak St., and Charles 
Gilt art, 30, of New York 
City, Firemen said that the 
men, employed by the Pau! 
Construction Co., were 
elevated- about 25 feet off 
the ground in a folk lift 
when Hammond's trowel 
hit against a 7,620-voit wire 
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paratiet to the roof. 

Their boss, Paul 
Whiteside, owner of the 
company said the men 
were transferring their 
materials from the lift to 
the roof where they were 
assigned to do point work 
on the chimney. Whiteside 
who_was st in: the 
lift but to the far side, said 
the incidént happened so 
suddenly that “all he saw 
was a red flame.” 

Whiteside said Ham- 
monds returned working 
for him about a month ago 
and had been employed by 
him. before in. 1974 and 
1975. He added that Gilbert 
started working for him 
several months ago. 

Firemen said both men 
sustained burns on their

Only the talent and ad- 
vertising sale personnel 
are black, the petitioners 
told FCC, but said this is 
“essential for a_black- 
oriented radio station, but 
It demonstrates’ the 
paradox of a  black- 
oriented station which is 
white-owned and 
managed,” They asserted. 
“This paradox would not 
be any poroblemi if. the 
white management were, 
in fact, an enlightened and 

rogressive management.

*- Commenting -on the 
protest filed by blind repor- 
ter: Reggie Anglen, who 
also filed an affidavit with 
the petition, the 
complainants charged that 
Anglen was rejected for 
employment at WVKO due 
to his blindness; in direct 
violation of state law.

hallenging the school 
board argument that the 
growth of the school 
system after World War II 
made it an entirely new 
school system, Lucas said: 

“The growth was a 
series of opportunities. 
They made choices and 
established a new system. 
What kind of system did 
they build — a segregated 
system.” 

NAACP attorney Thomas 
Atkins discussed specific 
instances of boundary 
changes and school 
placements to indicate 
“action taken to make sure 
schools remained ail white 
or black.” 

“The. plaintiffs do - not 
believe in the theory of 
multiple lightening 
strikes,” Atkins said. 

When_Leo Ross, attorney 
forthe original: plaintiffs, 
discussed the dispropor-

Cleveland’s Challenging Hour 


The decision of Federal Judge Frank 
Battisti, finding.the Cleveland Board of 


Education and, the State Board of 
Education guilty of fostering racial 
segregation in Cleveland's public schools, 
Places Cleveland in the national spotlight 
and, challenges the city to act. 

Other. than the efforts of the .TV media 
and the daily papers to over-dramatize the 
decision, the community received the 
decision calmly. The fact that the judge 
did not mention busing, disarmed many 
who had already loaded their guns with 
racist ammunition. 

How and when, and, by whom 
Cleveland's public schools will be 
desegregated, will depend upon a Master 
and a citizens group yet to be named, who 
are to come up with desegregation plans 
within 90-days. 

This L foe period allows the decision to 
be read and throughly digested. 

As usual in such decisions, the white 
community is more excited over it than is 
the Black community. Yet, it is the Black 
community and the Black students who 
will bear the heaviest burden of implemen- 
tation whenever the plan is worked out. 

The decision brings to an end the many 
years of illegal action on the part of 
Cleveland school officials in trying to con- 
tain Negro students mostly In inner city 
schools. 

_ It is ironic that the present Board of 
Education members must bear the 
onerous of this decision, the roots of 
which go back years before most of them 
were born. To the credit of this Board, It 
must be said that they did more than any 
other predecessors in eliminating 
prejudice and discrimination at all levels 
in the school system. 

Judge Battisti's decision provides 
another fresh start in eradicating racial 
discrimination from public education. This 

not just involve school attendance; 
but also teacher assignment, curriculum, 
classroom standards, discipline and, ad- 
ministrative staffs. 

If the hotheads and the do-gooders in 
the community will leave the working out 
and implementation of these problems to 
those who are legally mandated to resolve 
them, school desegregation will come 
about smoothly and peacefully. It is only 
when those who are the least competent 
try to impose their racist and un- 


professional views on the operation of our 
schools that trouble emerges. 

Two Important aspects of this decision 
will decide what kind of a program will 
come forth. 

One: the involvement of the State Board 
of Education in a solution. Being found 
co-gullty, the State Board must.aow act 
responsively in finding a workable 
solution within ite sphere of responsibility. 
Having the legal powér and mandate to 
establish and change school district boun- 
deries, the State Board, if it chooses, can 
reshuffle all school boundaries in and 
around Cleveland. This would give more 
lattitude for a more fair system for 
distributing students on a racial basis. 

By bringing the State Board. of 
Education into the picture, and fixing 
some responsibility on them, Judge Bat- 
tisti opens up the possibility that future 
school segregation charges can be settled 
at the state level. 

The second aspect, is the provision for 
the naming of a citizen committee and a 
Master, to submit to the court in 90-days, a 
workable desegregation plan. This group 
would receive recommendations from both 
the NAACP and the Cleveland Board of 
Education. 

Judge Battisti ducked as much of the 
responsibility for finalizing the case as he 
could: Perfiaps this was good, for, in the 
multitude of counsellors, there is safety. 

There is no need in the decision for 
calamity howling, nor, is there occasion 
for rejoicing. Racial prejudice has 
dominated Negro life in this nation since 
its founding. Each generation while 
recognizing the issue, has cowardly 
passed on to the next the responsibility of 
a solution. 

Neither is there a need for rejoicing. - for 
we have only won a skirmish, not the war. 

“The true struggle which is occurring in 
America,” says Joseph Ross, “is not bet- 
ween the white man and the Negro, but 
between the white man and his own con- 
science. It is within the hearts of people 
and not on the pavement of cities that the 
struggle will finally be solved.” 

The weeks and months ahead will 
decide whether the conscience of this 
community is in tune with the mandate that 
right and justice must prevail. There is no 
better place to start than with our public 
schools, 


A Wise Move On Busing Issue 


With the decision on the Columbus 
school desegregation case to soon be 
handed down by US. District Court 
Judge Robert M. Duncan, a group, 
known as the Coalition of Religious 
Congregations (CORC), has assumed the 
arduous responsibility of creating a 
climate of public acceptance by holding 
a series of community meetings. 


Mindful of the wave of devastating 
violence which rocked Boston, Louisville 
and other cities across -the nation as a 
result of court-ordered busing, CORC 
deserves the commendation of all 
peaceful, law abiding citizens for 
spearheading such a wise and. far- 
sighted movement. 


Beginning Sept. 19, and continuing 
weekly through Oct. 24, CORC will con- 
duct neighborhood discussions on the 
topic of school desegregation from 7:30 
to 9:30 p.m. The series is an attempt to 
explore the school desegregation issue 
and offer documented facts on the topic 
in general and how Columbus relates to 
it.

While attending the conventions of the 
National Newspaper Publishers Asso- 
ciation with the National Association for 
the Advancement of Colored People, | was 
impressed with highly visable participation 
of personnel representing the U.S. Census 
Bureau.

Considering some of the abuses of in- 
formation gathered by some governmental 
officials in the distant and recent past, 
such suspicion is most.’understandable. 
This feeling is also rooted in our slavery 
experience where one feared that shortly 
after being counted, another trip to the 
slave auction block we be in the offing 
along with a major disruption in one’s 
existence and family ties. 

An articulate team fielded by the U.S. 
Census Bureau and he by Vivien 
Lipscomb explained in detail just how im- 
portant obtaining an accurate count of 
how many people live in a given area. 

Most of us are unaware that allocation 
for federal funds for day care and health 
centers, hospitals, schools, freeways, 
locations of business along with man- 
power planning and providing jobs for 
people is based upon census data.

The U.S. Bureau of Census projects that 
15. million Black Americans or slight 
more than 10% of ali Americans age 1 
and above, will be of voting age by the 
time the presidential election is held in 
November, 1976. 

That's a lot of potential votes. But, the 
sad part of this is, less than 55% of that 
number is registered to vote today. 

Clearing away the barriers to Negro 
voting has been a long, hard uphill fight 
All of the barriers are still not cleared in 
man of the. South. 

Willlam §S. Scarborough, former 
president of Wilberforce University, once 
said; “The South feared not condition; but 
color; not loss of political integrity, but of 
political power." 

It is “political power” that the white man 
does not want to concede to Negroes; not 
just in the South, but throughout this 
nation. And, unfortunately, it is not as yet 
apparent to the masses of Black voters 
that political power is the most important 
tool in the civil rights’ arsenal. 

At the time when the Black vote should 
be increasing, it is declining. Between 
1970 and 1974, for example; voter 
registration among Blacks dipped by six 
percentage points. Blacks across the 
nation recorded a lower rate of voter 
registration in 1974 than for any of five 
previous general elections, 

In 1974, the national voter turnout rate 
of Blacks was at an alarmingly low 34 per- 
cent of voting age Blacks in the nation. 
And, in the same year, only one out of 
every six Black youth between the ages of 
18 and 24-went to the polls. 

These voting facts, in the face of our 
continued struggle for our civil rights, 
reveals an ignorance of American politics 
that Is astounding. If it isn't apparent to 
Negroes now that political power is the 
surest way. to eliminate’ racial 
discrimination, then .we have a bigger 
educational problem than most of us have 
envisi oned. 

The National Coalition on Black voter 
Participation, with offices in Washington, 
in order to try to stimulate interest in 
voting, is launching a national drive 


called: “Operation Big Vote.” 

The purpose of the drive, is to get a 
bigger vote from Negroes in the November. 
elections. Thirteen states have been selec- 
ted as target states, with 37 cities in these

When consider that it takes only 270 
electorial votes to elect a president, you 
can see how important the Black vote is. 

The disturbing factor is, finding out 
what it is that is turning Negroes 
voting. We have more reasons to vote 
today than ever before. We have more 
rights to protect as well as still more rights 
to gain. 

in the 13 states scheduled for 
“Operation Big Vote,” only 3 of them are 
in the South. - Florida, Tennessee and 
Texas; one is western, California; the 
others are: Illinois, Indiana, Maryland, 
Michigan, Missouri, New Jersey, New 
York, Ohio and Pennsylvania. ' 

Why it seems so difficult for Negroes to 
understand American politics, | just don't 
know. Other racial groups have used their 
votes to get ahead and, to advance their 
positions in America’s society and 
economy. And, to help their countrymen 
abroad. Where would Italy or Ireland be 
today without the political help of the 
Italians and Irishmen in America. Although 
Jews constitute only a small percentage of 
the vote in the United States, yet, they 
have used their political clout to, first, 
establish israel, then to sustain it as an in- 

dent nation.

It was the change in 
the voting laws and, the use of the ballot 
by Negroes that clinched victory.

MEI students are not the only ones 
receiving financial assistance to attend 
Case Western Reserve. in fact, 65 percent 
of the University's freshman class last Fall 
came to campus with average financial aid 
packages of $2,900 each. 

This aid comes from many sources, For 
example, junior Ed Christian of 6307 
Luther Avenue in Cleveland was the 
recipient of a $400 scholarship from the. 
Masons as of his 1975-76 financial aid 
package. Major sources include the fed- 
eral and state governments, foundations, 
private giving and’ University endowment.

Ford Gets Big Ohio_ Boost 


President Ford, in his quest to carry Ohio and win a 
full-term in the White House at the Nov. 2 election, ap- 
pears to have picked up some support from where it 
was least expected. 

This observation surfaced last week when Sec- 
retary of State Ted W. Brown announced that the 
names of five Independents and one American Party 
candidate will appear on the presidential ticket in 
Ohio, 


While all the Independents will probably draw votes 
from Jimmy Carter, Lester Maddox, the Georgia seg- 
regationist, and the American Party pose a serious 
threat to upsetting Carter’s applecart in Ohio, 

* Maddox is the same biatant racist who chased 
blacks from his restaurant with an ax handle in one 
hand and a .38 in the other back in the early 60's. 

The second*independent who Is apt to give Carter 
trouble in Ohio is Gus Hall, a top Communist Party 
leader in Ohio for the past 35 or 40 years. Hall and 
Maddox are certain to draw large numbers from both 
the conservative and radical Democratic elements. 

And if that isn’t enough to haunt Carter and his 
troops, former U.S. Sen. Eugene McCarthy, who op- 
posed President Lyndon B. Johnson over the Vietnam 
War in 1968, will be challenging Carter from his mid- 
section to his liberal left flank. The other three In- 
dependent candidates, Peter Camejo, Lyndon 

ouche and Roger McBride, all are expected to 
take votes from Carter. : 


Since all the Independents are apt to run best 
among Democrats, Ford will stand an excellent 
chance of running ahead of Carter in Ohio's presiden- 
tial Sweepstakes. Both Carter and Ford are virtually 
certain to engage in extensive campaigning in the 
state before the Nov. 2 day of reckoning. 

Comments on Marion R. Sweeney's possible can- 
didacy for chairmanship of the Ohio Civil Rights Com- 
mission, made in this column two weeks ago, ap- 
parently hit a sensitive nerve in the frame of an 
unidentified writer. Mrs. Sweeney's name was placed 
in an Informal nomination for the chairmanship in a 
letter signed only as a “Concerned Republican 
Citizen.” 


Last week, another letter reached this desk down- 
grading the candidacy of the Dayton businesswoman 
and active Republican. The writer claimed that Mrs. 
Sweeney was one of the members who rejected a 
case which had reasonable cause to suspect racial

The Campaign And 


The Issues 


This year's presidential election campaign will be 
hard fought, and both sides are beginning to sound 
the themes they'll be pushing between now-~and 
November. 

Jimmy Carter has been quoted as suggesting the 
central issue this year is “trust in government,” while 
President Ford appears tobe readying as his main 
themes, inflation and limiting government. 

Both miss the mark. The central issue this year 
should be unemployment, a scourge that claims about 
15 million victims with no end in sight. 

Those who point to the recovery from the depths of 
the recession ignore the fact that the major economic 
indicator that matters to most people — unemployment 
— is still at intolerably high levels. And it is not likely 
to come down by much without a sound federal policy 
of getting people back to work again. 

| say “federal policy" because only the federal 
government has the resources to deal with such an 
all-encompassing problem, and also because this is a 
national issue demanding national solutions, not 
piecemeal efforts by local jurisdictions  of- limited 
powers and resources. 

Some people favor a filter-down approach ‘to 
creating jobs. According to this theory the way to 
create jobs is to cut corporate taxes drastically. That 
way profits will rise and business will expand, thus 
creating more jobs. 

It's a theory that fails to understand the changes in 
our society; what might have worked back in 1920 
won't work today. First, this process of trickling or 
tittering down takes ages to finally happen and along 
the way much of the resources will be drained off. In- 
dustry is operating so far below capacity that it will 
take years for capital expenditures and higher 
production to reach the point where many new jobs 
will be created. 

There’s no iron rule that says a corporate tax cut 
would result in job-creating investment. A lot of it will 
be diverted to other forms of investment — such as 
buying up other companies — and into higher 
dividends for shareholders. 

The private sector should be given incentives for 
direct job-creation, not questionable across-the-board 
measures that only might result in more jobs, And 
hp pad public service jobs should ensure that 
chi available for all who want them as a matter of 
9 


There are other issues of importance that should be 
In the forefront of ‘this campaign. The candidates 
should tell us what they plan to do about extendin 
quality health care and housing and education to all 
Americans, regardiess of their incomes. 

The problems of the cities have to be brought front 
and center in this campaign, too. It’s not enough to 
extoll the virtues of small towns and to indulge in 
nostalgia for days gone by. The cities are in trouble, 
bad trouble, and their lems are spreading to 
smaller towng and to suburbs as well. 

It would be instructive for the candidates to walk 
through some big sity, slur and talk to the people 
there, see how blight of housing abandonment 
has made some parts of major cities resemble the 
bombed-out shells of a war-ravaged nation.

The orchestra 
began modestly about 
1951 under the direction of 
isoler Solomon who left 
Columbus to become the 
director of the newly for- 
med israel national or- 
chestra. That is when Evan 
Whalion began conducting 
and has built a musical 
power since then. 

The orchestra has been 
cosmopolitan in personnel 
since that day, for not only 
has it been integrated sex 
wise, there has been a 
black lady member and 
maybe two from those 
sarly days. That is what 
makes it a community 
responsibility to support. It 
has never f into a cer- 
tain group’ influence but 
has remained a fine public 
musical aggregation. 

One can remember, that 
from the earliest date, 


seeing black women in 
evening attire as 
hostesses. One can 


remember seeing black 
faces in the chorus when 
that group is called on to 
appear. One can remember 
members of the orchestra 
directed by Maestro 
Whalion playing concerts 
in summer city parks, 
Franklin and Goodale with 
local black artists 
featured and, above all, 
one can remember that 
each season's concert 
series has had at jeast one 
black: artist as a featured 
soloist for several seasons 
back. 

The Columbus Sym- 
phony Orchestra has no 
funds coming from the 
national, state or local 
government  appropriat- 
ions. It has to be supported 
by community bene- 
volence— donors, friends 
and subscription do- 
nations. It is the citizen's 
effort to make available 
Columbus’ enjoyment of a 
great music. The nation’s 
outstanding orchestras 
have to be programmed 
the same way, for no tax 
money goes to support 
them directly. 

The orchestras of other 


nations fare well because - 


the national treasury pays 
their bills. American or- 
chestras are as great or 
— than those of 

urope in which the gover- 
nment picks up the tab. 
That is the real achieve- 
ment of our orchestras that 
the common citizens’ sup- 
port creates the very best 
in musical groups. 

But there arises an im- 
portant question, who are 
they that put their money 
into a symphony or- 
chestra? Are they all white 
people of affluency or are 
they all people of Colum- 
bus? For years this column 
has urged black people to 
gather with the crowd that 
is building from the ground 
up, to make it obvious that 
they are a part of the struc- 
ture. This is an objective 
that black people should 
never shirk for it solidly 
establishes the black man 
as an integral part of the 
community. 

There is the East Unit of 
the Columbus Symphony 
Orchestra, made up of 
black matrons, who

The biack ar- 
tists, one way or another, 
have alw been featured 
on the Columbus Sym- 
phony concert stage and 
have drawn great ap- 


plause. 

The active subscribers 
should show a_ strong 
black following in the roll 
call, The audience should 
have more than a 
sprinkling of black faces. 
That group of blacks, who 
are within the bounds of 
affluency, should do what 
the white middie class 
people do, support civic 
projects as opera sym- 


phony concerts, art 
galleries et al. 
The black man spent 


many life times trying to 
become a first class citizen 
in this land. In many ways 
his ambition has been at- 
tained. If he must be that 
first class citizen, he must 
partake in the work of that 
citizen and help defray the 
expenses of fine arts en- 
deavors being carried on 
by the white. 

Private, not public, 
monies build the arts and 
support thelr operations. 
The Columbus Symphony 
Orchestra is a_ citizens’ 


creation that must be kept 
alive by citizens.

Black Physicians Appeal For 


Sanction In Illegal Narcotics 


Dr. Herbert G. Cave, 
M.D. and president of the 
Empire State Medical 
Association and a 
delegation of Black 
physicians have appealed 
to President. Gerald Ford 
for “immediate impositon 
of economic sanction 
against all nations partic- 
ipating in illegal narcotics 
trafficking.” 

Originally proposed by a 
medical Babee in Queens, 
New York, the resolution 
specifically named Turkey, 
as the ppy pod is a 
major taming product and 
the main source of heroin 
coming into New York City. 

The National Medical 
Association unanimously 
adopted a resolution con- 
cerning porey growth in 
Turkey. Dr. Cave outlined 
the “heroin trail" as an in- 
ternational speedway that 
comes from Turkey's 
Poppy fields and ends up 
in the veins of one out 
every eleven Black youths 
in the 15 to 24 age bracket. 

According to published 
reports, Poppy, growth has 
been banned, however, 
there has been an ap- 
proximate increase of 
avd new addicts per 
year. Taxpayers have been 
asked to an estimated 
$17 billion due to drug ad- 
diction and drug related 
crimes. In a letter to 
president Ford, Dr. Cave 
“Simply -recognizing the 
need for international co- 


operation at the expense 
of some 5,000 American 


lives is, In my opinion, 
tokenistic.

WASHINGTON — (NBNS) 
— The U.S. Commission on 
Civil Rights has released a 
report of a 10-month 
national study of school 
desegregation and has
